$70,122 grant for local HRDC 


Govemor 
Fob James has noiified B. F. Garth, 
Executive Director of the Human 
Resource Development Corporation, 
that grants from the Department of 
Energy (DOE) and from the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services 
(HHS) has been allocated to the 
community agency. 

The grants total $70,122 and are 
for weatherization and energy assis- 
tance for people with low incomes. 

“The efforts you make to improve 
the quality of life for Alabama fami- 
lies, the elderly and those with disa- 
bilities are commendable,” Gov. 
James said. 

“Tt is impressive that we can cut 
energy costs, provide more efficient 
energy utilization and improve 
health through this program. 

The Alabama Department of Eco- 
nomics and Community Affairs re- 


ceived the state allocation and will 
administer the program. The DOE 
provided $54,550 for the Weatheri- 
zation Assistance Program, and HHS 
provided $15,572 for the Low In- 
come Energy Assistance Program 
(LIHEAP). 

Gov. James said the Weatheriza- 


. tion Assistance Program increases 


energy efficiency while LIHEAP re- 
duces the burden of energy costs to 
low income citizens. Together, they 
help maintain the health and safety 
of the elderly, disabled and children 
who otherwise would suffer unnec- 
essarily. 

Neither are repair programs, but 
in many cases some repair work 
must be done before weatherization 
service can be provided. 

An added benefit is the additional 
jobs that are created in providing 
weatherization.

abide by pipe policy

During the last meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission, there 
was some question as to what the 
county’s policy was concerning pipe 
for private driveways. 

Several members of the commis- 
sion thought they had established 
guidelines for this some time ago. 
Indeed they had! 

On August 28, 1989, the follow- 
ing “Pipe Policy” was established 
and approved by the commission: 

; Only cor- 
rugated metal or reinforced con- 
crete pipe shall be used. All corru- 
gated metal pipes must be new. 
Used reinforced concrete pipes 
may be used subject to the county 
engineer’s approval. Plastic pipe 
is not allowable. 

‘EDU The citizen re- 
questing a driveway pipe must 
contact the county engincer’s of- 
fice at 894-6112. Someone from 
the engineer's office will then go 
out and size the fire. The citizen 
will be contacted as to what size 
pipe he needs. The citizen then 
has a choice of whether to obtain 
the pipe themselves or have the 
county furnish the pipe at a pre- 
scribed rate. If the citizen obtains 
his own pipe, it will be installed 
by the county within two (2) 
weeks from the date the citizen 
notifies the county that the pipe 
has been delivered. If the county 
supplies the pipe, it will be in- 
stalled within two (2) weeks of the 
county receiving payment for the 


ipe. 
NGTHS; The pipe shall 

be a minimum of 20 feet and a 
maximum of 100 feet in length. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
told commissioners that his depart- 
ment had had several requests for 
driveway pipe in recent months and 
there seemed to be some confusion 
as to what the county’s policy was 
on pipe installation. 

The above policy is very clear 
and should eliminate any prior con- 
fusion concerning driveway pipe.

“Secretary West told me that due 
to the high level of interest in the 
ATTC matter, he would review that 
case personally to ensure that a fair 
and reasoned decision was made,” 
Everett said. 

“Normally, this decision would 
be made by the Army operational 
commands, but due to the signifi- 
cance placed on the ATTC issue the 
Secretary will be directly involved. 

“I am confident that the Army 
Secretary knows how important the 
ATTIC is to the mission of Ft. Ruck- 
er and he also realizes that I am not 
going to let go of this issue. I will 
continue to work with Senators 
Howell Heflin and Richard Shelby 
and the Friends of Ft. Rucker on the 
most effective steps to take to keep 
the ATTC at Ft. Rucker.” 

Pointing out the common sense 
and cost effectiveness of retaining 
the ATTC at Ft. Rucker, Congress- 
man Everett emphasized the follow- 
ing points: 

« The vast pool of pilots and air- 
craft from Ft. Rucker’s training pro- 
gram allows the ATTC to meet any 
testing demand without additional 
cost. 

+ The large maintenance, logistics 
and supply facility at Ft. Rucker ena- 
bles the ATTC to keep aircraft flying 
consistently and inexpensively. (If 
moved to Yuma, the ATTC would 
have to rebuild this requirement. The 
parts inventory alone would cost 
$1.6 million.) 

* The ATTC move to Yuma 
would also leave aircraft exposed to 
the harsh desert climate for possibly 
a year or more as they wait for $10 
million hangers and maintenance fa- 
cilities to be constructed, if funding 


is approved. 

¢ Ft. Rucker workforce (engineers 
and maintenance technicians) are 
skilled, dedicated and many already 
have voiced their unwillingness to 
relocate. 

* Of the 97 tests conducted by the 
ATTC in 1993, only 2 required the 
Yuma range. 

«In conjunction with Eglin Air 
Force Base, Florida ranges, Ft 
Rucker can perform the vast majori- 
ty of ATTC’s testing requirements. 

In a related matter, Congressman 
Everett also asked Navy Secretary 
John Dalton for a detailed explana- 
tion on why his service branch is op- 
posed to the Joint Service Working 
Groups’ recommendation that all 
military basic helicopter training be 
consolidated at Ft. Rucker. 

“Secretary Dalton told me that he 
would provide my office with a writ- 
ten response as soon as possible,” 
Everett added. 

“There is no question in my mind, 
and that of many others, that the 
Army provides the best rotary wing 
pilot training in the world. The 
Army is certainly capable of training 
Naval aviators as well as it trains 
Army and Air Force aviators for ro- 
tary wing proficiency,” Everett told 
Dalton. 

In addition to the Joint Cross Ser- 
vice Working Groups. key military 
decision makers have gone on record 
in support of the idea of basic heli- 
copter training consolidation, includ- 
ing former chairman of the House 
Armed Service Committee and Sec- 
retary of Defense Les Aspin, and 
former Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff General Colin Powell, Ever- 
ett noted in today’s hearing.

We're Going to Save Medicare from Bankruptcy 


Sometimes | wonder what 
planet these Washington liberals are 
from when they proclaim that an in- 
crease in federal spending is a “cut” 
and an attempt to save a federal pro- 
gram is actually “killing it.”

Here is the real story about 
what House conservatives are doing 
to save Medicare trom bankruptcy

For the second year in a row, 
the Medicare Board of Trustees, 
which includes three Clinton Cabinet 
members, has announced that the 
Medicare Trust Fund will be bank- 
rupt in seven years. 

By law, if the Trust Fund goes 
bankrupt no payments can be made 
for hospital care or other, Medicare 
Trust Fund-paid services. This in- 
cludes the costs of inpatient hospital 
care and other related services for 
those Americans who are entitled to 
insurance coverage under Medicare 
Part A.

! recently gave an account of the 
history of our Baptist Church one 
Wednesday night. I decided to ex- 
pand on it to be published as part of 
our history.

I will say in public what I have 
done privately. Thanks to God for 
leading Mart Gray to our church 
where he was needed. He is listed as 
Minister of Music/Youth. I feel that 
it should be Chief Executive Offi- 
cer, 

The first church of any denomi- 
nation that I am aware of was the 
Evergreen Primitive Baptist Church, 
located in the southeast corner of 
the cemetery that carries its name, 
That church building was moved 
across Pea River Bridge and placed 
to the left after you turn right on the 
old Samson Road. When our be- 
loved Dr, J.M. Kimmey was a boy, 
he held the towel for drying the feet 
while his Aunt Ella Windham Gore 
carried the water basin for footwash- 
ing in that church. Dr. Kimmey said 
it was about 1910-12, That Ever- 
green Primitive Baptist was estab- 
lished about 1863. It may have beon 
earlier, because the first two marked 
graves there are James Ham, born 
1811-died 1848, and George Yelver- 
ton who died in 1849, 

The three regular Baptist church- 
es nearest Elba were Shiloh, Wood- 
land Grove, and the closest one was 
New Providence. It was located at 
what is now the intersection of U.S. 
84 East to New Brockton and AL 87 
South to Samson. It was sold for a 
small amount to a black group and it 
is now Greater New Zion. It is inter- 
esting to note that across the oad, in 
a ravine, was a concrete basin about 
5 feet square with an artesian well 
that flowed from the hillside, into 
and out. When it was built, it was a 
baptistry, but was used by many for 
washing clothes. I don’t know 
whether it was built by white or 
blacks, but I know that it was the 
first structure erected for baptizing 
in this immediate area. 

The first church built in what is 
now downtown Elba was the church 
on Court Avenue across from the 
Western Auto Store. The north side 
of this building went west on Bu- 
ford where The Elba Clipper occu- 
pies that property. Judge J.O. Eng- 
lish married Clyde Kimmey there at 
night, so they could be married by 
electric lights. That was from a 
small generator located on Beaver 
Dam Creek. Rather than look my 
date up, I will say it was about 
1910. When I recall the building, it 


was made of brick, the front had 
been knocked out. A large opening 
was there to be used as a mule sales 
barn. I don’t recall it having a stee- 
ple and there was no baptistry. The 
Pea River was used for that purpose. 
This church was built in 1882 and by 
1913 there must have been a good 
year, because it was decided a new 
church building was needed. 

By the way, records show that the 
Baptist Church was started in the 
home of Dr, and Mrs. W.P. Boyd 
with Mr. and Mrs, S.B. Harper, Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Harper, J.A. Prince, 
and Judge and Mrs. B.M. Stevens. 
J.M. Rowe was the first pastor. 

I think it is of interest to note that 
the Boyd home was purchased by 
Mr, and Mrs. Oscar Vaughan, Sr., 
about 50 years ago and Mrs. Myrtle 
Vaughan still lives in that attractive, 
well kept home, that is one of the 
oldest in Elba. 

The committee to buy a lot and 
erect a building was composed of 
Y.W. Rainer, J.A. Carley, W.O. 
Vaughan, and B.F, Conner, Sr. A lot 
was purchased on the corner of Sim- 
mons and Polka, A contract was let 
to W.B. Perdue. He was Elba’s pre- 
mier builder and used many of the 
materials that his company made. 
Since he had constructed the Metho- 
dist Church in 1909, and did such a 

ood job, the contract went to him 
or $12,000. The Baptists and Meth- 
Odists have, for all of my lifetime, 
had a wonderful Christian relation- 
ship. On the fifth Sunday night of 
every year, the swap churches and 
the visiting preacher is in the other’s 
pulpit. Isn’t that great fellowship! 

In the spirit of friendly Christian 
competition, the Baptists could see 
what a great job Mr, Perdue had 
done for Methodists and they had to 
out do them, 

The lot the church was to be built 
on was the southeast quarter of that 
small block. On the southwest quar- 
ter was a two story brick residence 
that was called “The Old Jail”. I as- 
sume that at one time it had been a 
jail. On the northwest was a house 
built by John Armor, and on the 
northeast was a house occupied by 
the “D” Rowe family, 

A larger, more beautiful edifice to 
God was a must. Mr, Perdue was a 
Methodist, but he was also a proud 
builder, so he accommodated them, 

Elba has been through major 
floods in my lifetime: March 14, 
1929 and March 17, 1990. I can find 
no pictures of that church in exis- 


tence. 
Baptist Church 
The building was erected on the 
comer of Simmons and Polka. The 
steps leading up to the front were 
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rounded to go up from either street. 
They were about 6 feet to the en- 
trance, Double doors on cach side 
went into the vestibule. It was large 
enough for a casket to be placed 
there for viewing. A large hemp rope 
hung down into it to be pulled to 
ring the bell in the steeple above. 
That bell is now on display to the 
right entrance of today’s church. 
This building was brick. A side door 
on Polka led into the pastor’s study 
and choir room, A side door on Sim- 
mons led into the Sunday School 
area. : 

When you entered the front on 
the corner of the church, the pulpit 
was in front, the choir area just to 
the right. To the left was the Sunday 
School area. That first baptistry was 
behind the pulpit. Two sections of 
the floor were made removable so 
that they could be taken up and then 
replaced for everyday use. The floor 
was level as you entered the sanctu- 
ary, and very soon sloped to the 
front. It was concave to each side 
and the pews were made to fit the 
flood. There was not a bad scat 
there. There were partitions between 
the sanctuary and Sunday School. 
These were 8 to 10 feet wide that 
were pushed up high to give an open 
space and pulled to the floor to close 
this off. I don’t recall them ever be- 
ing completely down. The ceiling 
was cathedral type that went up real 
high. It was made of pressed metal 
which was embossed. The Sunday 
School section had small rooms and 
two levels. A small staircase was on 


> one end. 


The sanctuary had stained glass 


windows with the blues, greens, and 


reds. The Sunday School windows 
were of yellows, oranges, and earth 
tones. The high gable facing Sim- 
mons held the one circular window. 

All in all, it was a beautiful typi- 
cal church of very good design. I 
have no idea where the plan came 
from. The church grew as did the 
town of Elba. It went through the 
flood of 1929, and as most homes of 
that era, when it was cleaned good, it 
was pul back into use. 

I did not realize it until I was an 
old, white haired man that the flood 
that I experienced, along with nearly 
all of Elba, had such an impact on 
me. I had measles and pneumonia 
and nearly died in March of 1929. In 
the fall, after crops were gathered, 
churches had revivals, and fairs 
came to town. In October of 1929, 
B.S. Franklin was our pastor, and at 
that meeting I joined the church. So I 
have been a member over 65 years. 

J.A. Timmerman began pastoring 
in late 1936, and by 1937 Sunday 
School reached about 400 in atten- 
dance. 


It was decided to build a base- 
ment for Sunday School rooms. 
That was a good idea, but not at all 
practical in damp Elba. It was dark 
and dreary. The Baraco Class was 
the men’s class and they built a 
wood structure back of the church 
on Polka, I would say about 16'x24'. 

Mrs. Sallie Boyd, the last of the 
charter members, died August 2, 
1939, 

During the war years of 1941-45, 
there was money, but not much to 
buy. They began to purchase Gov- 
ernment Bonds for future use. B 
1949, it was decided by the churc 
leaders that a new building was 
néeded. I was only 29 years old and 
they were old enough to be my fa- 
ther, That building was only 36 
years old.. The beautiful cathedrals 
of Europe are 800-1,000 years old 
and still revered by all. I kept my 
mouth shut. The building was torn 
down and the new one started. My 
father, John Moorer Bonneau, had 
died and I was president of Bon- 
neau-Jeter. We had a building mate- 
rial business and I agree to furnish 
materials at cost for the building. I 
think the man in charge was a Mr. 
Hollman of Ozark. I met with the 
committee on occasions. In one 
meeting, they discussed what win- 
dows should be used in the new 
building. Thank God I was there. I 
said why not use the stained glass 
ones in the old church, They said 
the wood sashes were rotten and the 
lead sagged. I asked them to let me 
see what could be done to repair 
them. I located a company in Auan- 
ta and had Mr. Hollman crate them 
and send them to the address I gave 
him, The only ones sent were from 
the Sanctuary. When | see the sun 
shining through those windows, | 
thank God for using me to save 
them, The windows from the Sun- 
day School area were placed in the 
unused pastorium and when Jack 
Brunson bought it to be moved for 
rental property, Edna found just 
enough of the glass left to have an 
accent window for use in her home. 

The first service in the new 
church was Christmas night of 
1949, A full house was there, The 
choir occupied the entire balcony. 
Mr. C.B, McDowell wrote about it 
in The Elba Clipper. James Martin 
and Jake Bonneau both rendered so- 
los, The cost of the building, with 
furnishings, was about $90,000, 

In 1950, the name was changed 
to First Bapitst Church. 

The Brotherhood was asked by 
Pastor Murray Seay to help start a 
mission in West Elba, This was 
1953. The mission grew and on No- 
vember 3, 1957, it was organized

into Westside Church. 
In November 1958, the annex to 


the church was contracted for 
$117,000. It is easy to see how the 
value of the dollar changed through 
the years and still docs. 

The First Baptist Church now 
owns the entire small block. It goes 
from Simmons Street all the way 
back to Buford Street. It has parking 
and a child play grdund in the rear. 
The Lindsey house on the west side 
of Cordelia is now a daycare center, 
Two lots on the east side of Corde- 
lia, past Buford, are also the 
church’s property. When the church 
was built in 1913, there was no need 
for parking. Everyone walked to

There have been three pastori- 
ums, S.0.Y. Ray was pastor when 
the first one was built on the corner 
of Buford and Claxton in 1901, That 
building is now rental property on 
north Smith Avenue. Murray Seay 
was pastor when the second one was 
built in 1952 on the corner of Davis 
and Polka. It is now used as the 
church youth center, James Auchmu- 
ty was pastor when the present pas- 
torium was built in 1968 on Pine- 
dale. 

I trust that this has been informa- 
tive and added to our local history. 
Our churches are a large part of our 
culture and heritage.

Letter from state nixes additional 
beds for Elba Nursing Home

The Elba Nursing Home was al- 
most ready to open ten additional 
badly needed nursing home beds 
when a letter from state officials to 
Elba and 59 other Alabama nursing 
homes stopped activity preparing for 
these additional beds. 

The letter, from Elbert Peters the 
new director of the Alabama Staie 
Health Planning and Development 
Agency, indicated that the action by 
the very board he heads, along with 
the 1994. Alabama legislative bill, 
made during the previous  ad- 
ministration may have been done im- 
properly or illegally, That action 
granted the nursing homes the right 
to add up to 10% of their existing 
beds without further action by the 
board. 

Drexel Cook, chairman of the 
Elba General Hospital and Nursing 
Home Authority, said this week he is 


optimistic Elba will ultimately get 
the authority to complete the work 
and offer the nursing hore beds to 
the people on their waiting list. 

He said that even though the Iet- 
ter from Mr. Peters has hicld up the 
additional beds, at least temporally, 
he has reason to believe that Elba 
will ultimately get the authority to 
open the ten beds to area citizens. 

Mr, Cook said the local nursing 
home has already spent several thou- 
sand dollars on renovations fol- 
lowing the written decision by the 
board allowing the additional beds. 
They were also counting on the rev- 
enue from the additional residents to 
help pay the rising cost of opera- 
tions. 

Cook said contacts have been 
made with the state board and with 
Governor Fob James in an effort to 
gct Peters to reverse his surprise ac- 
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situation. Haywood noted he had 
told the council he wanted an answer 
by this, the May 22nd meeting, on 
the payment of his personal legal ex- 
penses. 

Things were quite for a while and 
Brunson then spoke up. He said itis 
often in the best interest of the city 
to protect public officials in per- 
forming their official duties, how- 
ever there is a line when or not to 
pay these expenses. 

Brunson added that the Alabama 
League of Municipalities says a city 
is within its authority to set policies 
for such situations and maybe Elba 
should develop such a policy. 

He continued by noting the city 
had begun to move forward in the 
past year and in an effort to put some 
things behind us and move forward 
he was making a motion to pay the 
legal fees, which totaled $20,948.27. 

The motion passed with Council 
members Brunson, Earl McCollough 
and Gladys Yelverion voting yes, 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less voted against the action while 
Brad Wilson abstained, as did Hay- 
wood. 

The council heard a request to 
sell some additional property near 
the airport to Cash Brothers Leasing. 
The firm purchased some property 
from the city last year when they de- 
cided to construct a permanent build- 
ing, They had been leasing the lot 
for several years. 

City Clerk Henry Clark said the 
firm had constructed a 100 X 300 
building at a cost of about $200,000 
and needed about 75 feet of addi- 
tional frontage to allow turning of 
tractor trailers in and out of the facil- 
ity. 

They wanted a piece of land with 
75.21 feet of road frontage and ex- 
tending back up to 200 feet. The to- 
tal parcel contains 3.44 acres of land. 


Commissioner's widow questions insurance

The majority of Monday’s meet- 
ing of the Coffee County Commis- 
sion centered around life insurance 
and the amount of coverage provid- 
ed by the county. 

The question arose when Yvonne 
Averett, widow of the late Commis- 
sioner Sid A. Averett, appeared be- 
fore the commission seeking clarifi- 
cation on how much life insurance 
was provided by the county. 

Mrs. Averett had received a 
check in the mail for $5,000 without 
any explanation as to where it had 
come from; however, County Ad- 
ministrator Wilson Mobley later ex- 
plained how that occurred. 

Mobley stated that the check had 
been sent to the commission office 
by the county’s insurance provider 
as a settlement in the death of Com- 
missioner Averett. 

Mrs, Averett told commissioners 


that she questioned the amount of 
coverage and had signed nothing 
with the insurance company accept- 
ing the death benefit. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion (forty-five minutes), it was de- 
termined that under the present 
terms of the county’s insurance coy- 
erage, and at the time of Averett’s 
death, cach county employee has 
$25,000.00 of life insurance. 

However, after an employee 
reaches the age of 70-years-old and 
older, the maximum amount of life 
insurance coverage decreases to 
$5,000.00, Commissioner Averett 
was Over age 70 at the time of his 
death. 

In order to make sure that every- 
thing is being handled properly in 
the settlement concerning Mr. Ave- 
rett, the commission instructed the 
county's attorney, Mark Fuller, to 
examine the policy and determine 
exactly what the settlement (amount) 
should be,

Commissioners heard complaints 
concerning Co, Rd. 456 from James 
Wambles. 

The road, which leads to a ceme- 
tery and a private hunting lodge, has 
become impassable except by four- 
wheel drive vehicles and bulldozers. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
had pictures of the road at the last 
commission meeting which showed 
that the creck, which use to flow un- 
der the road, now flows down the 
road! 

Wambles told commissioners that 
he, along with several dozen other 
folks, would like to see the road 
fixed! 

Tindell told commissioners and 
Wambles that county crews had 
made temporary repairs to the roads 
and plans were being made to fix it 
better. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens, 
in whose district the road is located, 
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the same $2500 per acre they had 
paid for the previous parcel. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough questioned the action. He con- 
tended it is illegal to sell the prop- 
erty without getting three certified 
appraisals. 

[wo motions were approved by 
the council. One was to declare the 
parcel in question as surplus to the 
city. The second was to approve the 
sale if the city attorney determined 
the action is legal. If addition action 
is needed, the attorney is to report 
back to the council. 

McCollough voted against both 
the motions, while all others voted in 
favor, thus completing the action. 

Brunson said he had researched 
this matter before the city sold the 
first parcel. He explained that the 
city bought the land in 1971 for 
$500 per acre. The purchase was for 
a planned expansion of the Elba air- 
port which never materialized. 

He noted Cash Trailers would 
work ten to twelve people, had built 
a $200,000 plus building and would 
be purchasing considerable amounts 
of electricity from the city owned 
utility, 

McCollough said. he wasn’t 
against Cash Trailers, he just wanted 
to be sure the taxpayers were getting 
a fair return on their investment. 

NOTE: The funds to purchase the 
“Coon property” came to Elba from 
a special legislative appropriation 
secured by then State Representative 
R. D. Easters. 


Brunson gave a report from the fi 
nance committee and said the budget 
comparison continues to look good. 
He said the revenue was in line with 
projections. Privilege licenses in- 
come is up and the annual gas dis 
trict check was $60,000 higher than 
budgeted. 

He said expenses continue to be 
within budget. 

Brunson said the city has 
$215,000 in short term debts. Some 
of this can be retired this year and a 
good bit more in the next fiscal year. 
He said the committee recommended 
Keeping these obligations on short 
term and paying them off as soon as 


possible, even though the interest’ 


rates will be somewhat higher, 

The council then voted to engage 
their engineering firm to prepare a 
FHA  grant/low interest sewer im- 
provement loan application. The cost 
will be $4,000. 

Haywood explained that the city 
is wanting to make some improve- 
ments in existing sewer lines and 
hopefully extend sewer service to all 
the citizens within the City of Elba. 

Police Chief Maxwell Hooks re- 
ported the department responded to 
37 complaints during the past re- 
porting period. They issued 14 traf- 
fic citations, including one for DUI, 
one for failure to stop for a school 
bus and two for violating the boom 
box ordinance. 

They investigated two automobile 
accidents. = 

Hooks reported on receiving ap- 
proval on the federal grant to put ad-

ditional police officers on American 
streets. He said Officer [da See, who 
was hired with the grant funds, has 
compiled a list of over 140 women 
who are living alone and the de 
partment is making regular contact 
with these citizens to insure their 
safety. 

The chief also reported the funds 
from the drug task force have finally 
been received.

In a split decision, a civil court 
Jury awarded a $100,000.00 judge- 
ment against the City of Elba. 

The civil action was filed in Cof- 
fee County Circuit Court in October 
of 1990 by Mary Lee Brown, 

Named as defendants in the civil 
action were Michael Patrick, an Elba 
police officer, and the City of Elba, 

The following is what was al- 
leged in the complaint: 

On or about September 4, 1989, 
Officer Michael Patrick, an agent 
and officer of the City of Elba, 
transported Randy Walton to the 
home of the parents of Janet Lock- 
elt, Walton's common-law wife. 
Walton and Lockett had had a do- 
mestic dispute earlier in the day. 
Officer Patrick allowed Walton to 
sit in the front seat of the patrol 
car. When they arrived at the 
home, Walton struck Officer Pat- 
rick and seized his revolver, Wal- 
ton then ran into the home where 
he shot and killed his wife and 
then himself. 

The defendants were negligent 
and/or wanton in the transporting 
Randy Walton to the residence 
and allowing him the opportunity 


$250,000.00 Drug Bust

A drug bust in Coffee County last 
week resulted in the arrest of a Kins- 
ton man, the confiscation of weap- 
ons, and a large stash of synthetic 
drugs. 

On May 17, 1995, at approxi- 
mately 6:00 p.m., members of the 
DEA (Drug Enforcement Agency) 
Federal Drug Task Foree, and the 
12th Judicial Circuit Drug Task 
Force, along with federal, state and 
municipal law enforcement officers, 
raided Solomon Diesel Repair & 
Service in Kinston, AL, 

Seized in the raid was more than 
five pounds of methamphetamine 
and 4 total of fifteen firearms, The 
weapons included semi-automatic ri- 
fles, shotguns and handguns, 

The methamphetamine has an es- 
timated street value of $250,000.00. 

The synthetic drug is an addictive 
drug that is very similar to cocaine 
and one gram of the substance sells 


for about $100 

Arrested was Ricky D. Solomon, 
44, Route 1, Box 9, Kinston on fed- 
eral charges of possession of Me- 
thamphetamines, 

Solomon was scheduled to appear 
before a federal magistrate in Mont- 
gomery for arraignment, 

According to a news release by 
the 12th Judicial District Attorney's 
office, the five-month investigation 
is continuing, and additional arrest 
are expected, 

Federal charges were preferred in 
this case since the investigation in- 
volves more than one state. 

Law enforcement agencies in- 
volved included the Cotfee County 
Sheriffs Department, the District 
Attorney's Office, Enterprise, Kins- 
ton, and Prichard police depart- 
ments, sheriff's departments from 
Geneva and Montgomery counties, 
ABC Narcotics, DPS Narcotics, 
DEA, Alabama Department of Fo- 
rensic Sciences and the Reconnais- 
sance & Interdiction Detachment of 
the Alabama National Guard, 


to take the service revolver and 
thereafter shoot and kill Janet 
Lockett. The conduct of the defen- 
dants was the proximate cause of 
Janet Lockett’ s death. 

Wherefore, plantiff demands 
Judgement against the defendants 
in the amount to be determined by 
the jury for compensatory and pu- 
nitive damages, costs and attor- 
ney's fees 

PLANTIFF DEMANDS TRIAL BY 
JURY 

Ms. Brown was represented in the 
case by the law firm of Baxley, Dil- 
lard & Dauphin of Birmingham, AL, 
and Attorney Garth Lindsey of Elba. 

Representing the defendants were 
Attorneys Mark Vaughan and Jack- 
son W. Stokes of Elba. 

The first trial ended in a mistrial 
and the case was finally heard during 
the civil term of court held during 
the week of May 8 through May 12. 

In rendering its verdict, the jury 
retumed a split decision. They 
found in favor of the plantiff (Mary 


Lee Brown) and against the defen- 
dant, the City of Elba, and assessed 
the planuff damages at $100,000.00. 
The jury found in favor of the de- 
fendant, Michael Patrick, relieving 
him of any assessment of damages. 
Attorney Mark Vaughan stated 
that he was pleased that the jury re- 


- turned a verdict in favor of Officer 


Patrick and that the amount was not 
greater against the city. 

He also felt that the jury’s verdict 
was based on the failure of the po- 
lice department to establish policy, 
or to follow established policy, in 
dealing with the circumstances such 
as the ones that occurred in this 
tragic incident. 

Vaughan said that the city is re- 
viewing all its options before decid- 
ing whether or not to appeal the 
jury’s verdict. He added that an ap- 
peal and another trial would be ex- 
pensive. 

The defendant has 42 days from 
the date of the verdict in which to 
file am appeal.
